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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S. C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 114USPQ330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S. C 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 3. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 

to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 

invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "said means for dynamically adjusting" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Umehira et al 
(6,188,697). 

Regarding claim 1, Umehira discloses an apparatus for transmitting VBR (Variable-Bit 
Rate) and CBR (Constant Bit-Rate) Packets over a telecommunications network (see 
constant/variable bit/cell rates in col. 1, lines 36-45 and col. 7, lines 59-61), comprising: means 
for separating (see, for example, cell demultiplexer 31 in figure 1) VBR data from CBR data; 
means for combining (controller 13) a limited amount of CBR data (quality class 1) with an 
additional amount of VBR data (quality class 2) to form a frame of data; and means for 
transmitting (transmitting circuit) the frame of data to a telecommunications network (see figure 
1 and 7). 

Regarding claim 9, Umehira discloses identifying a priority level for each packet (see 
abstract). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2 and 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Umehira in 
view of Richardson et al (2004/0071216). 

Regarding claims 2 and 8, Umehira does not specifically disclose the frame is an xDSL 
frame and the network is an IP network. However, xDSL frame and IP network are well known 
in the art. Richardson discloses the use of xDSL frame and IP network (see figure 1 and 
paragraph 0001). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to use xDSL frame to transport data to meet the design criteria 
of a particular implementation. 

8. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Umehira in 
view of Basso et al (6,690,678). 

Regarding claims 3-7, Umehira does not specifically disclose dynamically adjusting the 
limit on the amount of CBR data that is combined into each frame. However, dynamically 
adjusting the limit on the amount of CBR data that is combined into each frame is well known in 
the art. Basso discloses this limitation (see, for example, col 1, lines 9-13 where Basso teaches 
the CBR is dynamically adjusted based on the current network resources). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
dynamically adjust the limit for the CBR in order to improve system efficiency.
